equipment and construction fell be­ 
hind the needs of the country, and 
the general slump rn business last 
year cut down the production of iron 
and steel before the shortage was 
made good. 
This has been particu­ 
larly true of railroad needs. 
The 
demand has been increasing since 
early spring and the companies have 
had 
difficulty 
in 
recruiting 
their 
forces. 
Their men have scattered, 
many having gone back to the old 
countries, and the companies have 
decided that they must rescind some 
of the wage reductions made last 
year. 
The action is an effective refutation 
of the charge that there is a close 
community of interests among all 
employers with a fixed policy to de­ 
press labor, and of the claim that 
there is no such thing as the law of 
supply and demand in the labor mar­ 
ket. 
Here is the biggest open-shop 
industry in the country leading a 
wage advance at the very moment 
most embarrassing to the railroad 
companies and coal operators. 
As a rule, wage-advances are a 
good sign, but there is doubt about 


this one, because it tends to increase 
industrial costs when there still is 
need to reduce them. 
It is not a 
good sign to have iron advancing 
when wheat and corn are declining. 
The chief cause of depression during 
the past year was the unbalanced 
state of industry, great numbers of 
would-be consumers being unable to 
buy freely because their own products 
did not give thci|i the required pur­ 
chasing power over other products, 
held at a highey level of values. This 
unbalanced situation still exists, and 
this move in the steel industry, while 
it may be toward readjustment on the 
basis of coal mining, is not toward 
general readjustment 


Balanced Situation Needed 
It cannot be too plainly stated that 
what is wanted to give the best gen­ 
eral result is a balanced situation 
among the industries with full and 
steady employment and ready sale 
for products at fair prices all around. 
Somebody has to pay for abnormally 
high prices, and unless the pay of all 
classes rises or falls together, con­ 
sumption is curtailed and prosperity 
is checked. 
The coal strike has been settled in 
the bituminous industry, and seems to 
be near settlement in the anthracite 
district. 
The miners have won a 
complete temporary victory, going 
back to wprk at the old scale, the 
highest ever known, despite the ef­ 
forts of the President of the United 
States to persuade them to submit 
the case to arbitration. 
The settle­ 
ment, however, is really only a tem­ 
porary suspension of hostilities; the 
oh! agreement is renewed until April 
1st next, when the whole subject will 
be reopened. The only step of prog­ 
ress is an agreement for the appoint­ 
ment of a fact-finding commission 
which is to report by January I, 1923. 
Strike of Railroad Shopmen 
The strike of railroad shopmen con­ 
tinues. The roads unquestionably are 
embarrassed by it, but are handling 
a larger volume of traffic than in any 
year except 1920. The shopmen have 
waived every claim except that to 
seniority rights which they possessed 
when they went out. 
The paramount question in these 
strikes evidently is not the particular 
disputes causing them, but the ques­ 
tion of how to protect the interests 
of the public, which are far more 
important than those of the imme­ 
diate parties. 
Not five per cent, of 
the people of the United States are 
directly interested in mining coal tak­ 
ing employers and employees toge­ 
ther, and by no process of reasoning 


can their rights transcend the rights <Ft\ 
the remaining 95 per cent. of tile; 
population. To say that the issue is 
between capital and labor or between 
employers and wage-earners, there­ 
fore, is to make a false issue. 
The 
real question is that of maintaining 
community life, and of securing a fair, 
adjustment of the relations between 
the workers in different industries.: 
The real paymasters of miners and 
railroad employes are the public, and 
they have a right to be represented' 
in fhe settlements. 
This is the theory upon which tho 
President has been active in attempts 
to promote a settlement in each con­ 
troversy. The cas£ is concisely stated 
in the following telegram to him, 
dated August 13, from the New York 
State Farm Bureau Federation: 


Tbe general welfare is paramount. 
Min­ 
ing and transportation are vital to (ho 
general 
welfare. 
The 
New York State 
Farm Bureau Federation believes that those 
engaged in these occupations should submit 
to such Government regulation and control 
as will secure their continuance and opera­ 
tion on terms comparable with other Dull­ 
ness, and if there is no efficient law to 
this end we believe Congress should con­ 
sider the enactment of necessary legislation. 
The farmer* challenge all good citizens ta 
join them in economical production and 
in obedience to law. 


Interdependence of Industry 


The paramount fact of modern life 
is that people are necessarily depen­ 
dent upon each other and must some­ 
how manage to live together and 
work together. The farmer, the coal­ 
miner, the railroad worker, the shoe­ 
maker, the textile worker, the phy­ 
sician, the school-teacher, and all the 
rest in the circle of occupations, to­ 
gether form an organization which 
supplies the wants of each one far 
more effectively than he alone could 
supply himself. It is a great q^itual 
system, for the common avantage. 
The matter of supreme importance is 
to keep this organization in effective 
operation and adjust the relations be­ 
tween the members upon a fair basis. 
This is the test to be applied to every 
disputed policy: How does it affect 
the general interest in the lopg run? 
It cannot be too strongly empliasizcd 
that individuals have no rights that 
impinge upon the rights of others, and! 
where rights come in conflict they 
may be adjudicated under the ati-i 
thority of the Government itself. I 
Nobody suffers wrong by having the, 
authority of the Government main-; 
tained, for everybody is more than 
compensated for any curtailment of 
his own freedom by the protection 
he receives from the aggressions of 
others, and by the blessings of peace 
and order in the community.

To help matters on the Danish king 
•greed to fix the princess’ dowry at 
80.000 florins (about $120,000)—10.000 
florins to be paid before the lady j 
left Denmark, and the island! of 
Orkney to be given in pledge for the * 
remainder. 
But at the last moment j 
the king could only lay his hands on 
2.000 of the 10,000 florins, and was j 
obliged to pledge the Shetland islands 
for the balance. 
The pledge has never been 
re­ 
deemed, and though Denmark has 
made several attempts to get back 
these islands all the negotiations have 
come to naught.

WILL MAKE GAS ON THE FARM 


Flivver Fuel Can 
Be 
Manufactured 
by the Farmer From Hla 
Waste Products. 


In a few' years many kinds of farm 
waste will be converted successfully 
into liquid or gasoline fuel, writes 
Floyd W. Parsons In the World’# 
Work. 
For some time alcohol has 
been manufactured in large quantities 
from “blackstrap” molasses, but now 
we find that it is possible to obtain 
150 pounds of potash from each ton 
of this low-grade molasses, in 
addi­ 
tion to the liquid fuel. 
During the 
war the price of potash averaged as 
high as $1,000 a ton. 
Federal 
chemists 
have found it 
possible to obtain gas by the distilla­ 
tion of wheat, oat and rye straw's. It 
is not too much to expect that one 
day straw gas and gas made from 
cornstalks, corncobs and other vege­ 
table matter will be used by farm­ 
ers to supply light and heat for their 
homes, power for their stationary en­ 
gines and fuel for their tractors and 
motorcars. 
Fifty pounds of straw 
will produce 300 cubic feet of gas— 
an amount sufficient to drive a light 
roadster 15 miles.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 
13 —Of 65 
leading cities In the United States, 
39 reported increased 
employment 
during August, 
as 
compare 
with 
July, while only 28 recorded decreas­ 
es, according to the industrial analy­ 
sis for last month issued by the de­ 
partment of labor.

TREAT TUBERCULARS 


JE FF E R SO N CITY, Mo., Sept. 13. 
—Negroes in Missouri are h i great 
need of an institution in which tu­ 
bercular members of their rajjb may 
bo treated, according to a reflprt is­ 
sued by Robert S. Cobb, secreBtry of 
the Missouri Negho Industrial Com­ 
mission. 
The report states S a t of 
the 3,761 
negro 
deaths 
w h»b oc­ 
curred in Aho state last year^laore 
than 800 were occasioned by tubercu­ 
losis. 
Though the negro population 
in Missouri is said to be only one- 
twentieth of the w'hole one-fifth of 
the deaths claim negroes, Cobb a s­ 
serts. 
The report states that many of the 
deaths are due to poor housing facili­ 
ties in the larger cities. 
Cobb states that 95 per cent of the 
114 Missouri counties have show'n a 
decrease In negro 
population 
and 
that many of the negroes who leave 
rural communities to go to the lar­ 
ger cities 
do 
not 
easily 
become 
adapted to their new surroundings. 
The results, he alleges, are too often 
not conducive to good health or gen­ 
eral welfare. 
He asserted that Governor Hyde 
and Dr. McNab Miller of the state tu­ 
berculosis association have promised 
to cooperate with the commission in 
an effort to obtain a Lanitarlum for 
tuberculosis negroes.

THE TARIFF IS THE ISSUE. 


The two dominant parties in Missouri 
have smoothed out their differences, elect­ 
ed their state chairmen and formed the 
platforms upon which to make the cam­ 
paign for the November election, and the 
candidates are now “off in a bunch." 
Despite the various solemn declarations 
in the two platforms the questions at issue 
are still the fundamental ones of party dif­ 
ferences that have existed for over fifty 
years and which will continue to exist just 
so long as the two parties remain organized 
exponents of the two widely different 
creeds of government for which they 
stand. 
Resolved to the last analysis the fight 
this year is still the old, old fight between 
those who believe in a government by the 
people and for the people, as do the demo­ 
crats, and those who believe, as do the re­ 
publicans, in a government by the interests, 
for the interests. 
- And thatns the basis upon which think­ 
ing men and women will cast their ballots. 
The records of the two parties are before 
the people, in state and nation. 
Missouri 
voters must consider the administrations of 
Wilson and Gardner and 
contrast them 
with those of Harding and Hyde. Person­ 
alities as to candidates may have something 
to do with directing some of the ballots, 
but as a matter of fact, the personal view­ 
point is a narrow 
one 
when such tre­ 
mendous issues are presented as are before 
the electorate at this time. 
It may be confidently predicted that the 
campaign will be a sane one and that those 
who are priviledged to vote will approach 
consideration of the subject with a desire 
to do the right thing for themselves and the 
nation as a whole and will, as a conse­ 
quence, determine .their actions as to 
their votes, not as to whether they like this 
candidate or that, but as to what effect 
their ballots will have upon the welfare of 
the country in the coming years. 
There are things aplenty that will have 
bearing upon the result, not the least of 
which will be the attitude of the two par­ 
ties on the tariff, and the bill just passed 
by the republican congress will have much 
to do in formulating opinions and determ­ 
ining action. 
It is our belief that this is the one big 
question of the campaign, and that when 
the voters thoroughly understand just how 
and to what extent the burdens placed 
upon the masses of the people really effect 
them in their every-day life, and the ini­ 
quities of the entire schedule of taxation 
imposed, they will register their indignant 
disapproval by a united and earnest sup­ 
port of the democratic party. 


A CASTLE IN THE AIR. 
- The New York Journal of Commerce is 
authority for the statement that “there has 
been growing in some of the “best minds 
at Washington and elsewhere for a long 
time past the conviction that our policy of 
isolation with respect to European affairs 
was a mistake." This conviction, the Jour­ 
nal of Commerce seems to think, has now 
become strong enough to suggest the possi­ 
bility of a real change in our policy, but it 
b painfully aware of the difficulty of the 
>roblem facing the administration, the 
>roblem of “how to bridge over the chasm 
Teated by the former repudiation of all 


participation in European affairs." 
The 
“backstairs type of approach" is inade­ 
quate, it declares, and it adds: 
“There is no need of unofficial rep­ 
resentation for the United States on 
the reparations commission; no occa­ 
sion for unaccredited ‘ovservers* in the 
various financial conferences; no need 
for any ‘fact finding commission' to go 
to Russia; not the slightest call for any 
more 
international 
conferences 
at 
Washington like that of last autumn. * 
The time has come to face the foreign 
situation 
straightforwardly 
and de­ 
velop some kind of definite policy on 
the various matters which call for our 
participation 
and 
determination. 
Facts are abundantly known; what is 
needed is decision to act upon them." 
The optimism which enables the Journal 
of Commerce to cherish the hope that at 
last something of this sort is about to hap­ 
pen is truly wonderful. As a matter of fact 
the administration has established to its 
own satisfaction that its policy of isolation, 
though economically insane is feasible, and 
it is almost certainly going to stick to it. It 
is a policy which is playing havoc 
with 
American business, but most of the people 
do not seem to know or realize this and, 
with strikes and other problems absorbing 
their attention, they are not pressing the 
administration for a change of foreign 
policy. 
Though the need for it is greater 
than ever, there is really less public de­ 
mand for a change now than there was 
some months ago, and in the absence of an 
insistent public 
demand 
what reason is 
there to suppose that the administration 
will make any such change?
